In closing this Report, the board of Auditors see no occasion for 
adding any extended remarks or comments of their own, even were 
there time for such. ‘The fact that there has been a great mass of 
accounts and papers to look over and verify, requiring, as it has, an 
extraordinary amount of time to arrive at aggregate results, Bhas left 
the Printer less than the usual time between this and the day of the 
election, in which to complete and send us five hundred copies of the 
Report. 

The business of the town, ordinary as well as extraordi- 
ry, seems to have been well taken care of on the part of all oflicers 
engaged therein, and, pecuniarily, a small gain in $31531 has 
been made on the ordinary indebetedness with the amount of or- 
dinary town tax, viz: fifteen hundred dollars with which to carr v 
on the usual town business. 

We have paid two thousand seven hundred and twenty five 
dollars in bounties to Soldiers for enlistments, and raised two 
thousand dollars of it in our extra tax assessed last September, 
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leaving us but seven hundred and twenty five dollars in debt on 
amount of all enlistments up to this date—a state of affairs prob- 
ably hardly equalled in any other town in the State—many of 
them having added tens of thousands of dollars to their indebet- 
ness on this account alone. No one of course will think of keep- 
ing this part of our debt along beyond the present year. 

In view of the fact that money is plenty now—never more so 
—and is likely to continue so through the year, we would make 
the suggestion that we pay the above seven hundred and twenty 
five dollars, and something in addition upon the old debt, say five 
hundred or athousand dollars of it. Let us, in two or three ° 
years from this date, as a town, arrive at that enviable position, 
which we are all, a: private citizens so anxious to do, viz: et 
out of Debt. We can do it, and really see no particular difference 
or hardship in our private‘affairs on that account after we get 
through with it. We would recommend a town tax of three 
thousand dollars, being five hundred dollars less than last year.
